Advocating for 
Affordability 


he need for the preservation and develop- 

i ment of affordable housing has become a 

number-one priority in Minnesota. Archi- 

tects have an unprecedented opportunity to make 

a difference. What can architects do? Plenty, as 

this issue of Architecture Minnesota shows. And yet, 
there's plenty more to be done. 

Every year, the May - June issue of Architecture 
Minnesota features new houses. This year is no ex- 
ception. In these pages you'll find three beautiful 
single-family residences in which the architects 
have expressed the needs and sensibilities of their 
clients using artful architectural approaches. The 
bulk of this issue, however, is devoted to high- 
lighting how AIA Minnesota architects are partici- 
pating in the resolution of the state's affordable- 
housing crisis. 

Affordable housing used to mean securing 
homes for the poorest individuals and families in 
our communities. That need continues. But in re- 
cent years, the lack of affordable housing has 
crept into the middle class. Now that the work- 
force is affected, as Rick Carter, AIA, and John 
Klockeman, AIA, discuss in Talking Point, busi- 
nesses are having difficulty recruiting and retain- 
ing employees, which in turn means less revenues 
for the state's economy. 

More than ever, policymakers and the public 
are recognizing that the need for housing af- 
fects everyone—regardless of race, income, 
background or occupation—and that well-de- 
signed housing is an integral part of stable 
communities. Mayors throughout the state 
have expressed their need for input and guid- 
ance as they forge new policies that address the 
affordable-housing crisis. In particular, they’re 
asking for the design expertise and problem- 
solving skills of Minnesota architects. 

This issue of Architecture Minnesota highlights 
some of the work architects have accomplished 
thus far. Talking Point introduces an article on ar- 
chitects’ diverse approaches to creating affordable 
housing: from mixed-use and mixed-income ur- 


ban redevelopments to 
a Habitat for Humanity 
house in rural Missis- 
sippi, from research on 
"green" additions for 
suburban Cape Cods to 
advocating for low- 
cost, value-added de- 
sign in greater Minnesota, from renovating dilapi- 
dated housing stock in Duluth to revitalizing 
houses on an urban Minneapolis avenue. 

This issue also pays tribute to Paul Madson, 
AIA, who died before completing his last project, 
the Gaar Scott Historic Lofts near Minneapolis’s 
riverfront. Known for designing with the same 
aesthetic, whether the housing was high-end or 
affordable, Madson was also famous for his sensi- 
tive rehabilitation of houses in historic neighbor- 
hoods. Gaar Scott, a former tire warehouse reno- 
vated into market-rate and affordable rental units, 
encapsulates Madson’s commitments to afford- 
able housing, historic preservation and communi- 
ty building. 

As successful as these projects are, the afford- 
able-housing crunch is far from over. And archi- 
tects need to play an integral role. As David Fey, 
deputy mayor, Minneapolis, points out in Inter- 
view, architects can work in a variety of arenas— 
from advocacy to policy—to further the preserva- 
tion and creation of affordable housing. 

The architect's greatest strength and asset, how- 
ever, Fey adds, is design. By designing compelling, 
cost-effective and sustainable models of affordable 
housing, architects can alter negative stereotypes 
about affordable housing and demonstrate how 
good design leads to livable, vibrant communities.

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Obituary 


VICTOR CALIANDRO, AIA, principal, Cuningham Group, Minneapolis, and an internationally renowned 
urban designer, died suddenly on February 15, 2002. An active member of AIA Minnesota, Caliandro 
served as co-chair of the AIA Minneapolis Urban Design Committee and recently joined the AIA Minneso- 
ta Board of Directors. 

Caliandro, 58, of St. Paul, spent his first 25 years as an architect working in New York City. As one of 
the urban designers and architects for Battery Park City, he helped develop a plan for shops on the devel- 
opment's first floor, apartments above them, and a park area and esplanade that ran along the waterfront. 

Caliandro left New York and moved to St. Paul in 1995. In St. Paul, he worked on plans for the Upper 
Landing area and the city's River Corridor plan for linking the Mississippi with downtown. He also worked 
on a plan to redevelop the Village North Shopping Center in Brooklyn Park, which included releasing 
Shingle Creek from sewer pipes and restoring its natural flow. 

Recently, Caliandro and B. Aaron Parker, AIA, principal, B. Aaron Parker & Associates, Minneapolis, took a group of University of Min- 
nesota architecture students to New York City to study ways to redevelop the World Trade Center site. During the visit, Parker says, he and 
Caliandro were “working through our grief" over the destruction. Both men also were disturbed by the push by some to make the site a 
memorial, Parker adds, and students are proposing a project that will restore the vitality of the area, as well. 

Nick Koch, Assoc. AIA, Hammel, Green and Abrahamson, Inc., Minneapolis, echoes the thoughts of many of Caliandro's friends and 
colleagues in this description of his work with the architect: “Victor was my first exposure to the work of the AIA Minneapolis Urban De- 
sign Committee. It was a memorable [experience]; a warm and engaging exposure. We spent [more than] a year together exploring design 
and policy issues on the topic of adding value to downtown Minneapolis. And that was appropriate, because Victor was a downtown kind 
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of guy: urbane, humane and sophisticated."

Defensible Space 


In the early 1970s, Oscar Newman, an architect, city planner 
and author from Hensonville, New York, developed the con- 
cept of “defensible space.” The idea ushered in a new way of 
fighting crime in neighborhoods and housing developments 
through the design of spaces that residents can monitor and 
control. 

Defensible space, as defined by Newman, “operates by 
subdividing large portions of public spaces and assigning 
them to individuals and small groups to use and control as 
their own private areas.” In other words, criminals aren’t 


able to claim turf because those areas are already owned— 
and watched—by the residents. Defensible space doesn’t

The creation of defensible space is a design strategy widely 


practiced by residential architects. Examples of defensible space include: rental units with a courtyard; houses sited so backyards unite 


in a shared lawn where children play and parents picnic or hang laundry; condominium units joined via hallways that provide access 
to a fitness room or swimming pool; townhouses that share a common driveway and visitor parking area. 

Through the design of defensible space, residents with different incomes and cultural backgrounds experience a shared sense of 
ownership. Coming together to control use of a space, Newman says, “gives people a new respect for the work and territory of others 
by giving them territory of their own to prize and to wish to see respected.” 
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DURING A LIVELY FEBRUARY-EVENING GALA, 
French architect Jean Nouvel introduced his de- 
sign for the new multistage, 255,000-square-foot 
Guthrie Theater on the River. The building is 
Nouvel's first project in the United States. Archi- 
tectural Alliance, Minneapolis, is the project's lo- 
cal architect partner. 

Expressing a fondness for St. Anthony Falls, 
the mythic quality of the Mississippi River and 
the milling-industry buildings next to the site, 
Nouvel unveiled a design inspired by its context. 
Two large rectangles, clad in straw-colored metal 
bands to resemble the exterior of a grain bin, are 
stacked next to a silo-like drum. 

The drum will house a reproduction of the 
Guthrie's famous thrust stage and feature a pol- 
ished-steel exterior wrapped in the same reflective 
material in which compact discs are coated. A 
steel-and-glass, cantilevered bridge (a Nouvel sig- 
nature) will jut out over West River Road. The 
"endless skyway," as Nouvel calls the bridge, will 
offer views up and down the river. 

The building consolidates all of the Guthrie's 
operations. The scene shop is located on the top 
floor of the parking garage. Nouvel playfully 
tweaks the “black-box” theater, located in the 
south rectangular form, by including a rectangu- 
lar orange-glass balcony on its exterior. The north 
rectangle houses a 700-seat proscenium theater, 
with rehearsal space, costume shops and adminis- 
tration below. A restaurant is located beneath the 
thrust stage on ground level. All the theaters 
share lobbies on the fourth and fifth levels. 

Citing his intent to bring together two leg- 
ends—the Guthrie and the industrial riverfront— 
Nouvel says that, “today as yesterday, history and 
modernity are friends, and the Guthrie, amidst 
mills and bridges, discovers its ambition to be- 
come a clear historic marker of the vitality and in- 
ventiveness of theatrical culture in Minneapolis.”

Clarence W. (“Cap”) Wigington (1883-1967) was the first reg- 
istered African-American architect in Minnesota and the first 
African-American municipal architect in the nation. The 60 
public buildings he designed for St. Paul—including the High- 
land Park Water Tower (1928), the Holman Airfield Adminis- 
tration Building (1939) and the Harriet Island Pavilion (1941, 
renamed the Clarence W. Wigington Pavilion in 1998), all of

A new biography, Cap Wigington: An Architec- 
tural Legacy in Ice and Stone (Minnesota Historical Society Press), by David Vassar 
Taylor with Paul Clifford Larson, examines the man, his times, his leadership in 
the African-American community and his architectural work—which also in- 
cluded several fanciful ice castles.

St. Paul native Cass Gilbert (1859-1934) is famous for design- 
ing such landmarks as the U.S. Supreme Court Building in 
Washington, D.C., and the Woolworth Building in New York 
City. But he first honed his craft in Minnesota from 1882 to 
1895 and achieved national recognition when he was com- 
missioned to design the Minnesota State Capitol. In Cass 
Gilbert: The Early Years (Minnesota Historical Society Press), 
the late Geoffrey Blodgett grounds Gilbert's personal and pro- 
fessional life in national and regional history, offering a de- 
tailed political context for the opening decades of his career.

Fairlawn: Restoring the Splendor (Douglas County Historical 
Society and Trails Custom Publishing), by Tom Davis, 
chronicles the life of Martin Pattison and the palatial Vic- 
torian mansion, Fairlawn, he built on the shores of Lake 
Superior in Superior, Wisconsin. After its Gilded Age begin- 
nings, followed by its long period of service as a children's

Preview 


LEAD, Inc., Minneapolis, recently won a national commission for its bridge de- 
sign in Wildwood, Missouri, near St. Louis. The challenge: A consortium of com- 
munities around Wildwood were concerned about the ecological impact of two 
major highways splitting the town in half, taking away topsoil and destroying 
much of the land. Could an artfully designed highway bridge solve the problem? 
The solution: LEAD proposed making the bridge a landscape on top of the 
road, in other words a “growing-green” bridge, says Ali Heshmati, Assoc. AIA, 
principal. The bridge's structural deck and its mesh-covered top will support 
climbing vines attractive to birds. The end result will resemble an aviary/garden ar- 
bor on top of a highway, transforming an ordinary roadway into an environmen- 


tally friendly delight. 


Minneapolis's newest bridge opens this spring—the 
Marshall Field's Frank Lloyd Wright 
Bridge—in conjunction with the exhibition 
"Bridging America with Frank Lloyd Wright" at the 
Minneapolis Institute of Arts. The original concept 
for the bridge, designed by Taliesin Architects and 
made possible by Target Corporation and its Mar- 
shall Field's Department Store Division, was in- 
spired by a 1930s Wright design for Broadacre City. 

The exhibition, curated by Jane Hession, Assoc. 
AIA, also features a dozen Wright-designed bridge 
projects that range in size from simple footbridges 
to complex multilevel urban spans, in location 
from San Francisco to Pittsburgh, and in time from 
1895 to 1958. 

“Many people don't realize that Wright was a vi- 
sionary and futurist who was fascinated by the auto- 
mobile and its associated infrastructure of highways 
and bridges, and how they would eventually shape 
the American landscape," Hession says. "Although he 
designed scores of bridges during his lifetime, few 
were built. The Marshall Field's Bridge presents the 
Twin Cities with the wonderful opportunity of revisit- 
ing Wright's remarkable legacy in the 21st Century." 


Bounded by Oak Street, Washington Avenue 
and Walnut Street, the Gateway Plaza at the Mc- 
Namara Alumni Center represents a collective ef- 
fort in defining a gateway to the University of 
Minnesota campus. Antoine Predock, FAIA, Al- 
buquerque (who designed the Alumni Center) 
and LHB Engineers & Architects, Minneapo- 
lis, are the design team. 

"The plaza presents itself as a flat, landscaped 
plane," says Doug Friend, AIA, design director, 
LHB, and a former principal with Predock, of the 
plaza. ^The edges of the plane are either forested 
or grassed berm with areas of clearing to promote 
spontaneous or planned gatherings of up to 
5,000 people." The “multifunctional landscape,” 
he adds, could also be a place where students 
meet to eat lunch with friends or throw a frisbee. 

The plaza will feature reflecting and audible 
water features, native coniferous and deciduous 
trees, and lawn. At the corner of Oak and Wash- 
ington will be a monument constructed of gran- 
ite, copper and glass. 


Housing is booming in three sections of downtown St. Paul: the North 
Quadrant next to Lowertown, the Mississippi riverfront's Upper Landing. 
and West Side Flats across the Robert Street Bridge. Young families, empty 
nesters, singles, young professionals and retirees alike are flocking to see the 
new housing complexes. 

In the North Quadrant a new neighborhood centered on a park is Glos 
shape. The completed Essex on the Park features 75 contemporary town- 
homes, while construction continues on 37 similar units in The Dakota on 
the Park. Both developments were originally designed by the late Paul Mad- 

n, AIA; Madson's long-time collaborator, Kim Danielson Bretheim, AIA, 
LHB + Madson, Minneapolis, has taken over. 

An eight-block commercial and housing development by Centex will soon 
begin on the Upper Landing. Nearly 300 condos and 300 apartments, begin- 
ning with 71 KKE-designed affordable rental units close to the High Bridge, will 
create a scenic new neighborhood on the riverfront. Thanks to a major cleanup 
of this heavily polluted site, two years of soil improvement and extensive site 
work to prevent flooding, the property is ready for construction. 

Across the Robert Street Bridge, West Side Flats will soon emerge as builders 
follow through with the master plan developed by Hammel, Green and 
Abrahamson, Inc., Minneapolis. Housing is expected to include 350 condos. 
and 350 rental apartments. U.S. Bank plans to build new office headquarters 
here designed by Opus Architects & Engineers, Inc., Minnetonka. A river 
esplanade and central green will be created by the a to reconnect the neigh- 
borhood to the river and to downtown.

ronton, located at the edge of the Cuyuna Iron Range, grew 

into a boom town in the early 20th Century. ("Cuyuna" 

comes from the joined names of an iron-ore prospector, 
Cuyler Adams, and his dog Una, who traveled together in the 
area.) This area of northeastern Crow Wing County followed the 
pattern of the larger Mesabi Iron Range to the east. As the ma- 
chines of its iron-mining industry disgorged reddish ore into 
railroad cars headed to Duluth's gigantic docks, the landscape 
was transformed from one of forested rolling terrain into large 
open pits. 

Iron mining's rapid financial and commercial development 
brought storefront buildings to Curtis Avenue, Ironton's main 
street. As a grander style of living emerged in Ironton, Duluth 
entrepreneur Peter Spina built a brick two-story hotel in 1914. 
The Spina Hotel, with its elegant lobby and popular bar and 
restaurant, was the place to be during Ironton's ascendant phase 
and long afterward. 

Located on the most important corner of downtown Ironton, 
the Spina is a fine example of commercial classicism. On its 
ground floor are decorative cast-iron columns and large plate- 
glass display windows; the second floor has paired windows 
topped by arched brickwork. 

Two second-floor corners of the building have inset false bal- 
conies marked by pairs of columns. The lobby and restaurant 
still have their original architectural features. Except for some 
minor storefront modifications, the architectural integrity of the 
Spina’s exterior remains intact. 

In the 1920s, Ironton began its slow decline as the depleted 
ore pits closed. Downtown businesses closed as well, losing their 
markets to sister city Crosby, or to Brainerd 14 miles away. In 
the early 1950s, Carl Perpich bought the Spina Hotel with its 
first-floor restaurant and post office still in operation. Perpich 
and his family settled into several of the long-vacant hotel 
rooms upstairs. 

When the family shrank to Carl and one son, they moved 
downstairs. Another son later returned to the Spina to set up his 
dentistry practice in the former restaurant. Today, Carl lives in 
the building surrounded by memorabilia from World War II—a 
war in which he fought and which reportedly left him with dis- 
abilities—and he cares for an adult son. 


The hotel has been deemed structurally sound, architecturally intact and viable 
for reuse, but the owner refuses to sell the building to new caretakers. 


Meanwhile the physical condition of the Spina continues to 
deteriorate. The building that once mirrored Ironton’s aspira- 
tions now reflects the town’s fading existence. 

Finding ways to rebuild the economy of towns like Ironton is 
the task of Cuyuna Range Economic Development, Inc. In 2000, 
CREDI commissioned the Minnesota Preservation Consulting 
Team, which is coordinated by the Minnesota Historical Society 
and assisted by the Midwest Office of the National Trust for His- 
toric Preservation, to conduct a reuse study of the Spina. 

The team examined local real-estate and market conditions 
and various aspects affecting the building’s potential reuse, as 
well as the building’s physical stability. In its final report, the 
team found the Spina to be physically sound, having undergone 
little architectural alteration, and suitable for meeting the chal- 
lenges of local market conditions. 

The building’s physical configurations and preexisting floor lay- 
outs for living quarters and restaurant facilities led the team to con- 
clude the best potential reuse is as a second-floor, bed-and-break- 
fast operation, with first-floor retail shops and a restaurant. The 
team also determined that the Spina, if appropriately renovated, 
could generate enough revenue to support debt service. Its Nation- 
al Register of Historic Places status qualifies it for tax credits.

David Fey 


As deputy mayor of Minneapolis in charge of housing and 
development, the architect takes a holistic approach to solving 
the affordable-housing crisis

or the first time in recent history, afford- 
5 able housing was a major issue in Minneso- 
ta's mayoral races. Last year, throughout 
the state, candidates brought the affordable- 
housing crisis to public attention, drew connec- 
tions between quality of life, neighborhoods and 
housing, and put forth initiatives to address the 
problem. Assuming office in January 2002, new 
Minneapolis mayor R. T. Rybak outlined a 90- 
day plan focusing on four priority areas. "Build 
vibrant, affordable neighborhoods" was at the 
top of the list. And Rybak chose deputy mayor 
David Fey—a licensed architect with experience 
in community development, building design, ur- 
ban planning, project management and corpo- 
rate communications—to lead this portion of 
the administration's agenda. 

Fey began his career after receiving a bache- 
lor's degree in history from Carleton College and 
a master's degree in architecture from the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota. While at Ellerbe Becket, 
Minneapolis, he worked as an architect for 10 
years and as communications director for two 
years. Later he was a founding vice president of 
Commonweal, Inc., Minneapolis, a community 
barter network. 

Prior to his appointment as deputy mayor, 
Fey served as president and executive director of 
Seward Redesign, a Minneapolis nonprofit com- 
munity-development corporation. He has also 
served as vice chair of the Minneapolis Afford- 
able Housing Task Force and as co-chair of the 
Minneapolis Consortium of Community Devel- 
opers. He currently sits on the Local Advisory 
Committee of the Twin Cities Local Initiatives 
Support Corporation. 

Fey oversees the four strategies that make up 
the administration's affordable-housing agenda. 


The regulatory strategy focuses on changes to 
building and zoning codes, fee structures, ap- 
proval processes and information systems to pro- 
mote and simplify the development and preser- 
vation of affordable housing in Minneapolis. 

Organizational reform seeks to align the work 
of departments and agencies—such as the city 
Planning Department, Minneapolis Community 
Development Agency and the Neighborhood Re- 
vitalization Program—with city-wide develop- 
ment priorities, including affordable housing. The 
multipronged housing-finance strategy includes 
allocating $4 million in NRP affordable-housing 
funds to eligible projects, dedicating resources to 
an Affordable Housing Trust Fund and increasing 
the availability of affordable rental property. 

The fourth strategy, civic engagement and ad- 
vocacy, is concerned with increasing public un- 
derstanding of the need for affordable housing, 
receiving citizen input on affordable-housing ini- 
tiatives and advancing a housing agenda at the 
state legislature. Architecture Minnesota talked 
with Fey about how architects can help advocate 
for and design affordable housing. 


What does your background as an architect 
bring to your role in the Rybak administration? 

As an architect and as a community developer, 
it's really clear to me that there isn't one simple 
solution, a silver bullet that will solve the afford- 
able-housing crisis. That's why our strategy has 
four different dimensions. It's a holistic way of 
looking at the problem. One of the great benefits 
of a design education is, it teaches you integrated 
thinking. You don't just look at one issue in iso- 
lation. You develop expertise in understanding

A Week in the Life 


The residential architect's typical week includes juggling multiple clients, 


projects and stages of the design process 


n our culture, the process of design is 
largely hidden from the general public. 


| 


mass-produced products that we can taste, 


Most of us shop for already designed, 


test-drive or try on before making a pur- 
chase. A remodel, addition or design of a 
new house, however, is too complex and 
personal to purchase “off the rack." 

Every client is an individual whose need 
for space, style and budget is different. In ad- 
dition, each site on which a house sits or will 
be located comes with specific views, sun 
orientation, zoning restrictions, easements, 
vegetation, drainage and street access, all of 
which must be taken into account. During 
the residential-design process, an architect 
blends these variables into a house that is 
uniquely suited to the client. 

The five fundamental stages of the 
residential-design process are: program- 
ming, schematic design, design develop- 
ment, construction documentation and 
construction administration. The design 
process moves from the language of verbal 
and written descriptions (programming), to 
the language of drawings and models 
(schematic design and design develop- 
ment), to the language of construction 
(construction documents) before the design 
is complete and construction begins. 

These stages often require breaks for 
cost estimates, financing or design re- 
views. During a typical week, a residential 
architect like me is involved in all of these 
design stages, on several different pro- 
jects. To help potential clients better un- 
derstand how we fit these multiple sched- 
ules, projects and design phases into a 
work week, I offer a summary of a week in 
the life of this residential architect.

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Addressing Affordable 
Housing

t last, the need for affordable housing, 
A which includes rental units as well as pri- 
vately owned residences, has become a 
number-one concern throughout Minnesota, 
particularly in the Twin Cities metropolitan area. 
The issue was a major plank in the platforms of 
the newly elected Minneapolis and St. Paul may- 
ors. It's even a top priority for the Minneapolis 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Why all of the attention? Because the hous- 
ing shortage is reaching crisis proportions and 
it's affecting the middle class, the heart of the 
state's economy. 

For years, the individuals and families most af- 
fected by the lack of affordable housing occupied 
the lowest income brackets. This is no longer 
true. According to "Workforce Housing: The Key 
to Ongoing Regional Prosperity: A Study of Hous- 
ing's Economic Impact on the Twin Cities," con- 
ducted by the Family Housing Fund, Maxtfield 
Research, Inc., and GVA Marquette Advisors (all 
located in Minneapolis), the affordable-housing 
shortage has infiltrated Minnesota's workforce. 

That means people who hold such occupa- 
tions as teacher, firefighter, bank teller, assembly 
worker, restaurant server and retail salesperson 
are often unable to find housing or can't afford 
the housing that exists in our communities. 

Affordable housing is also in the limelight be- 
cause of its impact on businesses' ability to recruit 
and retain employees. According to an editorial 
in the Star Tribune (October 10, 2001), the metro 
area forfeits $128 million a year on consumer 
spending and $137 million in annual business 
income because it lacks affordable housing. The 
editorial also states that satisfying the demand for 
affordable housing could add $1.1 billion annual- 
ly to the local economy. 


So why is there a housing shortage? During 
the economic boom of the 1990s, workforce 
jobs were created pell-mell and the housing sup- 
ply couldn't keep up with demand. Other rea- 
sons include the lack of suitable land to build 
on, high construction and land costs, and zon- 
ing issues. A lack of affordable rental housing 
adds to the crisis. Between 1974 and 1993, rents 
in the Twin Cities climbed 13 percent, but 
renters' incomes actually declined by 8 percent. 
At the same time, vacancy rates dropped. 

Public misunderstanding about affordable 
housing exacerbates the problem. The NIMBY 
(“not in my backyard") attitude—probably 
forged during the design mishaps and ghettoiza- 
tion of affordable housing in the 1960s and 
'70s—prevents many people from supporting 
construction of affordable housing in their com- 
munities. A recent study by Maxfield Research, 
however, found no evidence that affordable 
housing hurts property values. In fact, nonprof- 
it-owned affordable housing had a positive ef- 
fect on nearby property values in Minneapolis. 

To do its part in solving the affordable- 
housing crisis, AIA Minnesota is advocating for 
policy changes that will produce more housing 
units for all income levels and provide housing 
options in all neighborhood types. We are 
working with communities and officials to re- 
move obstacles that prevent safe and decent 
housing for everyone. 

Finally, we are promoting the develop- 
ment of new housing types by demonstrat- 
ing, through excellence in design, that attrac- 
tive, economically viable and sustainable- 
housing options can successfully coexist in 
our communities. 


Talking Point 


Defining Affordability 


The Federal Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment defines affordable hous- 
ing as housing costs that do not 
exceed 30 percent of a house- 
hold's income. Thus, according 
to Minnesota Department of 
Economic Security wage esti- 
mates for fourth quarter 2001, 
in the state of Minnesota: 

* achild-care worker earns a 
median annual income of 
$16,494 and can afford 
$412 a month for housing; 

* abankteller earns a 
median annual income of 
$19,968 and can afford 
$499 for housing; 

* areceptionist earns a 
median annual income of 
$22,610 and can afford 
$565 a month for housing. 


In contrast, average rents in the 
Twin Cities metro area, accord- 
ing to a fourth-quarter 2001 re- 
port by GVA Marquette Advi- 
sors, are: studio, $569; one-bed- 
room, $733; two-bedroom, 
$913; three-bedroom; $1,218. 


In addition, according to the 
Metropolitan Council, as report- 
ed in the St. Paul Pioneer Press 
(3/28/02), the average cost of a 
new affordable house for family 
of four earning $61,360, which 
is 80 percent of the median in- 
come for the Twin Cities metro 
area [approximately $76,700], 
without spending more than 

30 percent of their gross 
income, is $170,000.

Portland Place, Minneapolis 
LHB Engineers & Architects 


The two-block site along Portland Av- 
enue in the Phillips Neighborhood, 
packed with dilapidated housing, was 
one of the most crime-infested areas of 
Minneapolis. Today the area boasts 52 
new homes owned by a racially diverse, 
mixed-income group of families. The 
redevelopment has also brought about 
the neighborhood's decreasing crime 
rate and increasing property values. 

"Portland Place was a market-build- 
ing, neighborhood-improvement pro- 
ject, with all the units priced afford- 
ably," says Chris Wilson, development 
manager, Project for Pride in Living. 
The nonprofit organization teamed 
with Honeywell Corporation, the 
Phillips Neighborhood, Habitat for 
Humanity, the City of Minneapolis 
and LHB Engineers & Architects, Min- 
neapolis, on the project. 

"Without Honeywell's sponsorship, 
Portland Place wouldn't have hap- 
pened," Wilson continues. "Because 
Honeywell believed in the neighbor- 
hood, Portland Place has given people 
with low to moderate incomes the op- 
portunity to become homeowners."

Since the project was completed in 
2001, the houses have increased in value. 

The master plan for the site began 
four years ago. Based on community in- 
put, says Rick Carter, AIA, vice president, 
LHB, the architects kept a 21-unit apart- 
ment building and three single-family 
homes already on the site. Three other 
houses were relocated; the rest were of- 
fered to the Green Institute's Deconstruc- 
tion Services, Minneapolis, for recycling. 

The architects then planned 51 new 
owner-occupied units for the site; a mix 
of single-family homes, townhomes and 
twin homes designed in a variety of styles 
reflecting the existing urban context. In 
addition, Carter explains, ^we used tech- 
niques like creating nine-foot ceilings on 
the first floor, designing steeper roof 
pitches and raising the units up off grade 
to make the buildings feel and look larger 
than most typical developments." 

The architects also designed defensi- 
ble space (see page 11) into Portland 
Place. Winding alleys, which are clearly 
visible from the houses, allow homeown- 
ers access to their garages, but discourage 
strangers seeking shortcuts to outlying 
streets. Windows and elevated porches 
also ensure eyes are on the new park, cre- 
ated between rows of twin homes. Low

fences are positioned between houses to 
keep people from cutting through yards. 

Portland Place also incorporates such 
basic sustainable-design ideas as siting 
the buildings for passive solar and day- 
lighting. Instead of typical poured or 
concrete-masonry foundations, the units 
use such resource-efficient systems as in- 
sulative concrete forms (Styrofoam 
blocks with concrete-filled cores) and 
precast foundations (premade founda- 
tion walls placed over a crushed-gravel 
base), which provide better insulation 
and water protection. 

Some of the units were also built using 
advanced-framing construction, which re- 
quires 30-percent less lumber than tradi- 
tional construction. Such strategies helped 
to keep the homes at Portland Place 
priced so a median-income wage earner 
wouldn't have to spend more than 30 per- 
cent of his or her gross salary on housing. 

As other housing projects take shape 
in Phillips, Wilson points to Portland 
Place as a prime example of how replen- 
ishing deteriorating housing stock with 
high-quality, affordable homes spurs 
neighborhood renewal. “Portland Place 
has had a big impact on the neighbor- 
hood,” Wilson says. “It’s very gratifying.” 
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Habitat for Humanity Studio, 
Mississippi 
University of Minnesota College 
of Architecture and 
Landscape Architecture 


In January 2001, a Habitat for Humani- 
ty volunteer contacted the University of 
Minnesota College of Architecture and 
Landscape Architecture, wondering if 
faculty and students could help re- 
design the basic Habitat House in Mis- 
sissippi. Bruno Franck, engineer and ad- 
junct associate professor, decided to 
lead the Habitat studio. 

The class would offer seniors and first- 
year graduate students the chance to ap- 
ply architectural theories and practices to 
their construction of a house for a family 
living in the Sherard/Farrell plantation 
area of northwest Mississippi. Franck 
agreed and asked Ali Heshmati, Assoc. 
AIA, principal, LEAD, Inc., Minneapolis, 
to teach the class with him. 

In early July, the students began re- 
searching the culture of the Deep South. 
They visited Habitat headquarters in 
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Americus, Georgia, to gain exposure to 
the organization's philosophy. They vis- 
ited the Rural Studio in Alabama and lis- 
tened to founder Sam Mockbee discuss 
his philosophy of low-cost housing. 
(Mockbee died this past December.) 

They spent a week in Farrell, get- 
ting to know the residents. "As the 
students got more immersed in the 
culture," Heshmati says, "they realized 
they were doing real work for real peo- 
ple. They connected with the people 
on a basic level, the need for shelter 
was so prevalent." 

At the end of the week, the students 
presented a charrette of their findings. 
After input from the residents, they de- 
signed four schemes for a 1,100-square- 
foot, four-bedroom house. Their client? 
A grandmother in charge of an extend- 
ed family. 

“The feedback we received was so im- 
portant," Franck says. "Basically, we took 
the Habitat criteria and modified the 
house so it was culturally sensitive." The 
family wanted a front porch for gather- 


ing together on summer nights, so the 


students designed one. Because members 


of extended Southern families come and 
go throughout the day, the students 
added a back door to the house. 

Mississippi winters are overcast, so the 
students put skylights in the dining 
room and hallway. The students also re- 
sisted using the cheapest materials avail- 
able, Franck says, “and made several trips 
to Memphis to buy materials like cement 
siding, to give the house individuality 
and better longevity. It was absolutely 
fantastic to see the organization and 
leadership skills of the students." 

During the last two weeks of July, 
the students constructed the house 
with members of the Farrell communi- 
ty. Keon Blasingame, student intern, 
KKE Architects, Minneapolis, and a 
Minnesota Architectural Foundation 
Wigington Minority Scholar, was one 
of the students. 

“It was invaluable to see the differ- 
ences between what we drew and how 
we actually put the house together," he 
says. “The experience also taught me 
about the social responsibilities of an ar- 
chitect. We directly affect people. The 
owners of the house we built were so 
grateful for the service we provided." 

According to Franck, Habitat was 
also grateful for the culturally sensitive 
house plan—a protoype with 16 varia- 
tions—the students created. "It is possi- 
ble to do affordable housing, and do it 
inexpensively and with cultural cus- 
tomization," he says, “without doing it 
cookie-cutter cheap." 


Fairmont Homes, Duluth 
Stanius Johnson Architects 


In the early 1960s, the federal govern- 
ment placed a housing project called 
Fairmont Homes into a traditional west 
Duluth neighborhood. Like other hous- 
ing projects built across the United 
States at that time, Fairmont's 18 du- 
plexes and four single-family units were 
stripped-down versions of the "great 
American home." 

Neighbors complained. The Fair- 
mont units, they argued, lacked any ar- 
chitectural relationship to the existing 
neighborhood. They were an eyesore: 
cold, inhospitable, a blight on the com- 
munity. In time, Fairmont Homes be- 
gan deteriorating because of the stigma 
associated with them; likewise, the resi- 
dents of Fairmont felt dismissed from 
participation in the neighborhood. 

The Housing & Redevelopment Au- 
thority of Duluth, however, saw po- 
tential in Fairmont. Since the units 
were still functional and relatively 
maintenance free, there was no point 
in tearing them down, says Rick Ball,

executive director, Housing & Redevel- 
opment Authority of Duluth. Renova- 
tion, with special attention to the ar- 
chitectural character of the existing 
neighborhood, was the key. 

Initially, the program included 
reroofing the units, adding front porch- 
es, upgrading windows and replacing 
siding. Then Ball asked Stanius Johnson 
Architects, Duluth, to consider how the 
units could be less “project-like.” “Rick 
wanted to carry this program to the next 
level," explains Ron Stanius, AIA, princi- 
pal, Stanius Johnson Architects, “to 
change Fairmont's aesthetic appearance 
and make the housing more humane." 

The architects toured the neighbor- 
hood, taking notes and shooting pho- 
tographs. Their renovation suggestions 
for Fairmont included steepening roof 


pitches, adding dormers, enhancing the 
design of the front porches and in- 
stalling landscaping. 

"It was necessary to rely on exper- 
tise as we considered and made design 
changes," Ball says of working with 
Stanius Johnson. “We needed to be ad- 
vised properly." The architects also rec- 
ommended that the units be upgraded 
for higher energy efficiency; thus insu- 
lation was added to attics and existing 
windows were replaced with a more 
energy-efficient product. 

The renovation of Fairmont is 85 
percent complete and neighbors are al- 
ready praising the changes. "People 
used to be very critical of the housing 
and how it dragged down the neigh- 
borhood," Ball says. "But the stigma or 
stereotype of affordable housing has 
been erased by the work we've done." 

"Neighbors now say they feel as 
though Fairmont Homes is a positive 
statement in the neighborhood," he 
continues. "It's not only accepted by 
the community, but Fairmont has 
turned into an asset that enhances the 
existing neighborhood."

Building Better 
Neighborhoods Program, 
Greater Minnesota 
Cermak Rhoades Architects 


After the floods of 1997 carried away por- 
tions of East Grand Forks, the nonprofit 
Greater Minnesota Housing Fund, St. 
Paul, assisted the town in its plans for re- 
building. Moving beyond the notion of 
constructing one house at a time, GMHF 
encouraged officials to consider planning 
whole neighborhoods complete with in- 
frastructure, sidewalks and boulevards, 
and affordable and market-rate housing. 
GMHF's template? "The cost-effective 
construction strategies used for decades 
by developers of housing subdivisions," 
explains Warren Hanson, president, 
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GMHE. “Using the practices of the pri- 
vate sector, we developed a program 
around compact neighborhoods, good 
land-use planning and building new 
starter homes for under $100,000." 

With design guidance from Cermak 
Rhoades Architects, St. Paul, GMHF's ef- 
forts in East Grand Forks were a success. 
"Warren liked the idea that he, as a 
funding agency, was working directly 
with architects to help people with their 
housing needs," says Todd Rhoades, AIA, 
principal. “He dovetailed that into a new 
program in which we travel around the 
state and talk with people about plan- 
ning their neighborhoods." 

Since its launch in 1998, the Build- 
ing Better Neighborhoods Program, 
funded by the McKnight Foundation, 
Minneapolis, and the Blandin Founda- 
tion, Grand Rapids, has worked with 
almost 30 communities throughout 
the state. One of program's most im- 
portant tools is the book Building Better 
Neighborhoods: Creating Affordable 
Homes and Livable Communities, pub- 
lished by GMHF. 

“It’s a how-to

manual used to 
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generate excite- 
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ment before we 
meet with com- 
munities,” Han- 
son says, “and a 
workshop manual 
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that we refer to throughout the weeks 
and months that we’re working with a 
community on their planning.” 

The book focuses on five key physical 
aspects of planning: site selection, lots, 
streets, homes and landscape systems. 
Each aspect provides strategies for reduc- 
ing costs and adding value to neighbor- 
hoods. The goal is to encourage commu- 
nities to take a big-picture approach, 
Rhoades says, “so they not only address 
current questions about where people 
and infrastructure will be located, but 
think about how to preserve and en- 
hance existing natural surroundings and 
plan for future growth.” 

“Once we add it all up, they say, 
‘Wow, that's exciting," Rhoades contin- 
ues. “It’s so much fun when people see 
the possibilities for affordable housing 
combined with good design and saving 
money, while they’re understanding the 
larger growth and ecological issues.” 

Cermak Rhoades’s largest contribu- 
tion to the process, Hanson says, is 
good design. “That’s so important, be- 
cause we’re able to build mixed-income 
subdivisions in which all of the houses 
are nicely designed,” he explains. “Cer- 
mak Rhoades has also added a new lev- 
el of design around landscaping, so 
people have boulevards, alleys, trees, 
green space and walking paths integrat- 
ed into their new neighborhoods right 
from the start.” 

Building Better Neighborhoods is a 
success, Rhoades says, “because it’s a 
common-sense program that gives peo- 
ple the tools to think about cost, value 
and growth. It’s an engaging and public 
process. We don’t go in with a finished 
plan. We provide a workshop environ- 
ment in which we’re a partner in the 
whole process of looking at a number of 
alternatives. Ultimately, the communi- 
ties decide what's best for them." 


Sibley Park Apartments, St. Paul 
KKE Architects 


What was once a sea of parking lots in 
downtown St. Paul's northeast central 
business district is fast becoming the 
capital city's newest urban village. Sib- 
ley Park Apartments, designed by KKE 
Architects, Minneapolis, an adjoining 
condominium complex, Essex on the 
Park, designed by LHB Engineers & Ar- 
chitects, Minneapolis, and a courtyard 
between the two buildings, whose de- 
sign was coordinated by KKE, already 
form one area of a new urban village 
in the North Quadrant, which is 
bounded by 1-94, Seventh Street and 
Jackson Street. 

Next year, these buildings will be 
joined by Dakota on the Park condo- 
miniums, designed by LHB, and Sibley 
Court Apartments, designed by KKE. 
The four-block redevelopment will add 
nearly 500 apartments and condomini- 
ums, several retail establishments and 
underground parking facilities to 
downtown. The complex will also sur- 
round a new city park, Wacouta Com- 
mons. The five-story Sibley Park Apart- 
ments, with its mix of subsidized, af- 
fordable and market-rate apartments, is 
a cornerstone of the development. 
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“It’s proven that housing in general 
is needed in St. Paul, but especially 
housing that's affordable to people 
with lower incomes," says Tom John- 
ston, AIA, senior project architect, 
KKE. “City policy stipulates that 20 
percent of new housing every year 
must be within the financial reach of 
families earning half of the regional 
median income. So with Sibley Park 
Apartments, we took the opportunity 
to provide for lower-income needs 
while helping St. Paul revitalize the 
North Quadrant." 

The Sibley Park Apartments build- 
ing includes 114 units available at a va- 
riety of rents. The apartments feature a 
range of styles, plans, sizes and prices 
to meet the needs of a diverse down- 
town community; and yet, all of the 
apartments are identical in terms of 
materials, finishes and unit design, and 
are located throughout the building. 
"We've avoided the stigma and class 
distinctions that can go along with 
Section 8 or affordable housing by cre- 
ating a setting that all the residents of 
Sibley Park Apartments can enjoy," 
Johnston explains. 

The building also respects and re- 
inforces the architecture of the urban 
past with its red-brick, concrete and 


stucco exterior. The massing of the 
structure is broken up with varying 
roof lines, colors, materials, window 
sizes and cornice treatments to create 
the effect of multiple, diverse build- 
ings. A tower at the southeast end of 
Sibley Park Apartments, located at 
the intersection of Seventh and Sib- 
ley streets, serves as a focal point for 
the project. 

The Sibley Park Apartments build- 
ing is an important component of the 
North Quadrant on many levels, says 
Michael Lander, president, the Lander 
Group, Minneapolis. The company is 
developing the area in conjunction 
with Sherman Associates, Minneapolis, 
St. Paul Planning and Economic Devel- 
opment, the Minnesota Housing Fi- 
nance Agency, the Metropolitan Coun- 
cil, the Capital River Council and addi- 
tional stakeholders. 

"The project brings successful 
mixed-income housing to this part of 
St. Paul, as well as retail services to the 
neighborhood," Lander says. "In terms 
of urban design, the architecture of 
Sibley Park Apartments complements 
the historic buildings across the street 
and helps restore the public, pedestrian 
realm that was once a valuable part of 
this downtown community." 
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Green by Addition Program, 
First-ring Suburbs 
Conway + Schulte Architects 


After World War II, methods of mass 
production, initially honed for war-time 
speed and efficiency, were applied to do- 
mestic ventures, most notably, the mak- 
ing of houses. Between 1945 and 1965, 
tens of thousands of houses were con- 
structed in new first-ring suburbs across 
the country. An adaptation of the Massa- 
chusetts Cape Cod Cottage, the Contrac- 
tor Cape, was a popular prototype. The 
small house, usually about 1,100 square 
feet, was well-suited to returning GI's and 
their young families. 
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Decades later, lifestyle de- 
mands are rendering this 
housing stock nearly obso- 
lete. The garages aren't large 
enough for multiple cars, 
sports equipment, and lawn 
and garden tools. The hous- 
es are neither wired for In- 
ternet or smart-building 
technology, nor designed 
for such amenities as multi- 
ple kitchen appliances or 
energy-efficient heating sys- 
tems. Siding, windows, in- 
sulation and roofing may 
have reached the end of 
their life spans. Lack of 


space for today's combined 
families is pushing former 
residents of the first-ring 
suburbs into new homes in 
the outer-ring suburbs. 

In the eyes of the Design 
Center for American Urban 
Landscape, University of 
Minnesota, however, hous- 
ing in the first-ring suburbs 
is worth saving. Three years 
ago the center initiated a program, Green 
by Addition, to study environmentally 
savvy, culturally relevant and architec- 
turally appropriate ways of recalibrating 
post-war houses and neighborhoods for 
the 21st Century. 

At the same time, then-director 
William Morrish asked two professors 
at the University of Minnesota College 
of Architecture and Landscape Archi- 
tecture—Marcy Schulte, AIA, and 
William Conway, AIA, principals with 
Conway + Schulte Architects, Min- 
neapolis—to collaborate with the De- 
sign Center and other participants to 
study the situation more closely. Their 
report, “Culture and the Re-inhabita- 
tion of First-Ring Suburbs," based on 
the first two years of the Green by Ad- 


dition project, focuses on four cultural 
themes—materials/storage, technology, 
nature/gardens and community. 

"People are already renovating their 
Capes via Home Depot," Conway says. 
"This project gives them the tools to 
increase their design options, the value 
and livability of their houses, and the 
environmental sustainability of their 
homes and yards." Under material cul- 
ture, for instance, Conway and Schulte 
describe various choices—in the exist- 
ing house and with an additional 
building—for storing recyclable materi- 
als, small kitchen appliances, garden 
tools and recreation equipment. 

The technology section presents op- 
tions for conserving energy and water, 
wiring for digital media, and establish- 
ing a place for a rainwater cistern, 
greenhouse and compost area. The na- 
ture theme encompasses use of native 
plants for passive cooling, year-round 
beauty and reduced maintenance; creat- 
ing outdoor rooms to expand living ar- 
eas; and saving gray water for gardens. 

The community section suggests the 
addition of a home office or front porch 
to increase watchfulness in the neigh- 
borhood. This section also rethinks 
property lines as permeable edges that 
allow habitat, views, water and solar en- 
ergy to cross boundaries. 

The report will be available on the 
Internet later this year. As homeowners 
surf options for their Cape Cods on the 
Web site, they will be able to click on 
icons that link them with further infor- 
mation on specific products and strate- 
gies shown. 

"Rather than wiping out these first- 
ring suburbs and starting over," Schulte 
says, "this approach values the housing 
stock by giving homeowners a way to 
improve their existing living conditions 
and get the most for their money while 
improving their neighborhoods." 
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East Village, Minneapolis 
Miller Hanson Partners 


Elliot Park, a gateway to Minneapolis's 
east side, is one of the oldest and poorest 
neighborhoods in the city. Last year, 
however, the community took a giant 
step in its revitalization with the comple- 
tion of East Village, a mixed-use, mixed- 
income development. Sited on 2.9 acres 
at the junction of Eighth Street South 
and Eleventh Avenue South, East Village 
replaces deteriorated rental homes, com- 
mercial structures and surface parking 
with two new, historic-looking brick 
buildings, and retail and green space. 

The three- and five-story buildings 
add 180 units of housing to the neigh- 
borhood, "the first market-rate housing 
in Elliot Park in 70 years," says Alan 
Arthur, president, Central Community 
Housing Trust. The nonprofit developer 
teamed with Miller Hanson Partners, 
Minneapolis, the Minneapolis Public 
Housing Authority, Elliot Park Neigh- 
borhood, Inc., and Augustana Care Cen- 
ter on the project. Twenty-two percent 
of the units are rented at rates affordable 
to households at or below 50 percent of 
the area's median income, which was 
made possible by funding that CCHT se- 
cured from 14 different entities. 


East Village fulfills other neighbor- 
hood needs. A new pedestrian green 
space between the two buildings has 
350 parking spaces hidden underneath 
and links East Village with two adjacent 
public-housing high-rises; a landscaped 
median buffers the site from traffic 
along Eighth Street and provides street 
parking. A Dunn Bros. coffeehouse, a 
mini-market and a restaurant occupy 
the development's 6,000 square feet of 
commercial space. 

The buildings blend architecturally 
with the existing neighborhood 
through the use of brick, bay windows, 
French balconies, parapets and a turret 
corner at Eleventh and Eighth. There's 
no distinction between the market-rate 
and the affordable housing. “The afford- 
able units are spread throughout the 
project, without differentiation in quali- 
ty or size," says Wilt Berger, Assoc. AIA, 
president, Miller Hanson Partners. 

In its design, the project also succeeds 
in creating a sense of ownership and se- 
curity. Front porches, windows on the 
street and park, and building entryways 
"define the space clearly and psychologi- 
cally to give the residents ownership," 
Arthur says. Masonry piers at entrances 
and ornamental fences demarcate public 
and private space, as well. 
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Inside the buildings, neighborhoods 
were created with eight to 10 apart- 
ments on each floor. Each neighbor- 
hood has its own entry, elevator and 
vertical circulation system “to allow 
people to recognize each other," Berger 
explains. ^All of these aspects combine 
to make East Village a model of what 
housing can and should be in the urban 
community." 

"[n this country, we usually think of 
design in terms of how something 
looks," Arthur adds, "but design is also 
about how something works. East Vil- 
lage works because of the care put into 
its design. And it helps people under- 
stand how affordable housing is an es- 
sential part of the infrastructure of a 


healthy community."

MacKenzie is a native of western Minnesota 
and he has driven uncountable thousands of 
miles across the West to photograph these ruins 
before they're all gone—leaning barns and win- 
dowless houses jutting up like wreckage in 
oceans of furrowed wheat and sorghum, archi- 
tecture that looks more like a visible absence of 


something, like a missing tooth, than it looks 


like a presence of sun-curled clapboard and tat- 
ters of tar paper. It looks like ruins, in other 
words, relics of dreams that didn't work out. ... 

Hardly anyone lives on a farm anymore— 
about one in a hundred Americans. Back when 
more than half did, some of them lived in the 
houses that MacKenzie presents here. What 
hopes! What despairs! What wild turns of for- 
tune! The houses are empty, or they're full of 
abandonment by MacKenzie's artistic reckonings. 
If they didn't haunt you before, they will now."

A Minneapolis lakeside home is composed with a

n architecture, as in classical music, the 

art is in the composition. The organiza- 

tion of planes and angles into a structure 
placed against open space, like the arrange- 
ment of notes and rests across a musical staff, 
generates a composition's drama. For the 
Minneapolis urban lake home of philan- 
thropists Fred and Gloria Sewell, the blending 
of architecture and music was not only natur- 
al, it was essential to reflect the owners' pas- 
sion for the arts. 

Fred Sewell is a retired businessman, violin- 
ist and former concertmaster of the Minnesota 


Opera Orchestra. Gloria Sewell is a singer. Son 
James is a dancer, a choreographer and the 
force behind James Sewell Ballet. Daughter 
Laura is a cellist. 

“We wanted a house that would reflect our 
values. Our values, of course, are family and 
friends—and our love of the arts," Gloria 
Sewell says. “We commission a lot of music, 
so we've learned to trust. With a composer, 
you just hope that you like the music when 
it's all done. With an architect, if you choose 
the right one, you just trust they're going to 
design something wonderful."

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In Charles R. Stinson, AIA, principal, Charles 
R. Stinson Architects, Deephaven, the Sewells 
found the composer for their new house. The 
5,500-square-foot, three-level home, perched on 
a wedge-shaped lot overlooking Cedar Lake, is 
an exquisite assemblage of what Stinson calls 
“floating planes.” 

The composition, he explains, began inside 
the house. Here black-stained mahogany “fins” 
intersect with white walls, then extend past the 
exterior of the house where they take new 
shape as vertical black-metal downspouts. On 
the house’s exterior, the juxtaposition of the 
black downspouts with horizontal layers of 
Minnesota-limestone walls creates an effect not 
unlike the combination of ebony and ivory 
keys on the Sewells' grand piano. 

“I thought of these planes almost like notes 
of music that needed to be placed in space," 
Stinson explains. As he began the composition 
process, Stinson pictured the various functions 


of the house floating over the site, then 


would “bring each plane down one at a time 
to define a room, frame the fireplace or close 
a wall." 

The goal was "to keep the design simple so 
that the light and the view do all the work and 
the architecture, while pleasing, doesn't call at- 
tention to itself," he says. At first glance, the 
result appears a combination of Prairie School 
style and contemporary minimalism. Stinson 
claims the work of architect Frank Lloyd 
Wright and artist/philosopher Charles Bieder- 
man as his early influences, but doesn't "think 
of this house as reflecting any particular archi- 
tectural style. I think of myself as simply creat- 
ing composition by defining spaces and work- 
ing with light." 

Nestled on its lot, the house telescopes out 
from the garage and the front entrance 
through the dining room and the great 
room—which Stinson calls "the soul of the 


house"—to a wall of windows with panoramic 
views of Cedar Lake. Clerestory windows on 
the north and east walls admit additional 
light, block out neighboring houses and focus 
views into the trees. 

Frequently used for chamber-music con- 
certs, the light-filled great room features an 
acoustically friendly maple floor. A Minnesota- 
limestone fireplace adds a sculptural quality; 
one limestone slab floats above the fireplace as 
the mantel and an equally thick limestone slab 
rises up from the floor to form the hearth. 
Glass display shelves angle out from the fire- 
place and black granite covers the flue. 

The great room shares the fireplace with 
the dining room on the south side of the 
house, where walls intersect with horizontal 
light soffits, the latter placed to add human 
scale to the open, airy high-ceilinged room. 
Both rooms are decorated with art the Sewells 
have collected through the years—some with

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musical motifs—and custom-designed 
light fixtures. 

Steps from the dining room, hidden 
from view by a half-wall of glass block, is 
the open-plan kitchen with views into 
neighboring trees and toward the south- 
ern portion of the lake. An elevator, 
laundry room, phone/office center and 
powder room are located behind the 
kitchen. The house's upper level includes 
a master bedroom and guest bedroom, 
whose window seats are positioned with 
views into the trees and toward the lake. 

The lower level opens onto the yard, 
with its access to Cedar Lake, and in- 
cludes a media room, wet bar, guest 
room/exercise room, bath, and Fred's of- 
fice and practice room. Across from the 
office is a narrow clock, whose spiral 
composition is based on the classic ar- 


chitectural “golden mean.” Tiny maple 
squares were turned slightly so their 
grain gradually spirals out against a back- 
ground of royal-blue aluminum squares. 

The surprise? The clock is actually a 
door. Split horizontally by a stainless- 
steel bar, the bottom half of the door 
swings open to reveal a secret entrance 
to the grandchildren's fort tucked be- 
neath the stairs. A glass-bottomed ledge 
above the staircase functions as a sky- 
light that brings the sun down to a 
built-in bench in the fort. 

Stinson admits he composed the 
house with the musician owners in 
mind. But he chalks up the structure's 
many musical references to the "har- 
monics" of a project in which things fell 
together favorably from the start. The 
project started as a remodel; the Sewells 


were loath to waste or discard any part of an 
existing house. The focus, however, changed 
to building a new house once the Sewells ob- 
tained a variance from the city and learned 
they could donate the old house—right down 
to the wood floors—to the Green Institute's 
Deconstruction Services in Minneapolis. 

Today the Sewells call the new house their 
"dream home." Boaters passing by on Cedar 
Lake, Sewell says, shout out compliments 
about the house, its details and its warmth. 
Friends invited to impromptu concerts de- 
scribe the house as "a healing, spiritual place," 
she adds. A lyrical composition of forms, the 
house is truly an architectural aria.

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Madson’s Legacy 


Gaar Scott Historic Lofts was the last project of Paul Madson, AIA, who played an 


instrumental role in the revival of the Minneapolis riverfront By Susan M. Barbieri 


he six-story 1892 brick warehouse was 

sagging. A green metal screen, in- 

stalled across the building’s façade 
around 1968, blocked light from the front 
windows. Inside the dark building, old tires 
filled the rooms; the heating system had long 
since failed; ice and bird droppings made 
walking hazardous. 

But Paul Madson, AIA, looked at the old 
Gaar, Scott & Company warehouse near the 
Mississippi riverfront with a twinkle in his 
eye. “We’d being standing there going, 
"Wouldn't this be great? Can't you just see 
this? Can't you just imagine that?' We did 
that a lot with Paul," recalls Linda Donald- 
son, vice president and partner, Brighton De- 
velopment Corp., Minneapolis. 


Brighton bought the Gaar Scott warehouse 
in downtown Minneapolis and hired Paul 
Madson & Associates, Minneapolis, to con- 
vert the building to apartments and street- 
level commercial space. Over the years, Mad- 
son's firm had designed 37 projects for 
Brighton, including the renovation of the 
Creamette, North Star Blanket and Stone Arch 
buildings along the Mississippi riverfront into 
chic urban lofts. 

The Gaar Scott building, however, was Mad- 
son's last project. The 50-year-old architect 
died of cardiac arrest last year while on a bike 
trip. Madson was particularly fond of the one- 
time tire warehouse, now known as the Gaar 
Scott Historic Lofts; he had planned on mov- 
ing his architectural office to the first floor. 

"Paul was so good at bringing out the best 
of old buildings," Donaldson says, especially 
those located near the downtown Minneapolis 
riverfront currently in renaissance. ^Whether it 
was getting the brick walls exposed, or bring- 
ing in the right kind of windows and lighting, 
he would really think through how these his- 
toric spaces would work in the new way. He 
was just masterful at it." 

Madson was also known for designing with 
the same aesthetic whether the housing was 
high-end or destined for low-income residents. 
He was also renowned for his sensitive design 
of new housing in historic neighborhoods. “He 
left quite a legacy," Donaldson says. 

The Gaar Scott building was probably de- 
signed by F. A. Clarke, the architect of the 
neighboring building, which now houses the 
Minnesota Opera. The building's original occu- 
pant was Gaar, Scott & Company, a manufac- 
turer of agricultural equipment. The building

Once used for tire storage (top),

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continued to be used through the years as a 
warehouse by a series of companies, including 
Boutell Furniture and Magnum Tire. 

Like most old buildings, this one posed 
plenty of challenges, such as removing the 
green metal screen, shoring up the building's 
structurally unsound corner and installing his- 
torically appropriate windows. The project 
team also exposed as much of the original 
brickwork as possible. 
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Each decision also had to be made within 
the context of maintaining the building's sta- 
tus as part of a historic district. In that spirit, 
a cupola on the top floor was incorporated 
into one of the building's 30 rental lofts. 
Magnum Tire had numbered beams to orga- 
nize tires according to size; the project team 
left the numbers. Other heavy-timber 
columns and beams throughout the building 
were left exposed. 

Each one-bedroom loft features the open- 
plan design Madson loved and has exposed 
ductwork, open shelving and stainless-steel 
kitchen tables. Eight of the lofts are on long- 
term lease to the Minnesota Opera for visiting 
opera singers; nine are affordable units and 13 
lofts rent at the market rate. 

All of the lofts are designed in the same 
manner, “so the affordable units are not the 
stepsisters of the high-end units," Donaldson 
notes. Adds Peggy Lucas, partner, Brighton, 
" Affordable housing is certainly a challenge, 
but affordable housing that's well-designed is 
an even bigger challenge. Paul took a lot of 
pleasure in producing affordable units that 
also enhanced the neighborhood." 

Madson had designed affordable housing 
since the 1970s, according to Kim Danielson 


Bretheim, AIA, Paul Madson & Associates. (The 
firm was recently purchased by LHB Engineers 
& Architects, Minneapolis, and is called LHB + 
Madson.) Bretheim and Madson worked on 
single-room-occupancy housing in central 
Minneapolis, as well as housing in the West 
Bank and Phillips neighborhoods. They also 
worked on projects like the Marquette Town- 
homes at University and Hennepin, a renova- 
tion of historic buildings that included 20 af- 
fordable apartments. 

"Trying to do a unique design with limited 
budgets and limited materials offers some real 
challenges in the affordable-housing area," 
Bretheim says. “Paul enjoyed those challenges. 
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We've obviously worked with higher-end mar- 
kets, but his heart was really into the afford- 
able side.” 

Committed to the challenges of affordable 
housing, historic preservation and communi- 


ty building, Madson left his imprint on neigh- 


borhoods throughout Minneapolis and 
played an instrumental role in the revival of 
the city’s riverfront. As Lucas says, “Paul is 
missed every day.”

ikened to a Swiss watch by its architects 

and called a Big Little House by its owner, 

the Markquart River House has been an ex- 
ercise in patience and planning. Ironically, al- 
though it’s the realization of a dream for its own- 
er, the finished project bears little resemblance to 
the modest structure he first envisioned. 

The story begins in December 1997, when 
David Markquart, a car dealer living in Eau Claire, 
Wisconsin, first met with architects Mark Kawell, 
AIA, and Steven Mooney, AIA, principals, Kawell 
Mooney Sawyer, Architects & Builders, Eden 
Prairie. At that time Markquart was contemplating 
a small guest house, perhaps 1,200 square feet, to 


be built as the first stage of what would be a multi- 
building project on his 28-acre site overlooking 
the Chippewa River. 

Markquart, now married and the father of a 
young child, is the first to admit that his original 
plan has been tweaked more than a time or two. 
“For me,” Markquart says, “having the ability to 
communicate with my architects was huge. They 
listened and they made it fun, even though it 
took a long time and I probably drove them crazy 
with all my changes." 

“Dave didn't know exactly what he wanted go- 
ing in," Kawell adds, "but he did have a passion 
for the site and a strong sense that he wanted

quality materials and a building that related to the 
site. The project evolved and became something 
we developed together." 

Kawell and Mooney initiated the design 
process by tramping through the site—a wooded 
bluff above a sharp turn in the river—while plot- 
ting out each curve of a new access road and sit- 
ing the house to take advantage of river views. As 
the house "bulked up" from a modest guest 
house to a primary residence for Markquart and 
his family, the project grew into a 2,929-square- 
foot, three-level home that includes three bed- 
rooms, a combination great room/kitchen, a sun- 
room and a deck. 

To connect the house visually to its site, the ar- 
chitects used a modified timber-frame plan. While 
a true timber-frame structure has no load-bearing 
walls, the Markquart house's frame bears the roof 
load only; a traditional skeleton frame supports 
the exterior walls. On the house's exterior, lime- 
stone veneer, cedar siding and cedar shingles cre- 
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The modified timber-frame house, 
clad in limestone veneer, cedar siding 
and cedar shingles, is perched on a 
bluff overlooking the Chippewa River 
(opposite top) and features a deck 
with bridge that provides access to 
the bluff-top yard (top and left). 
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A pitched, 26-foot-high ceiling 
provides drama over the loft/study 
(opposite), while an open frame- 
work of reclaimed timbers at a 
more traditional height gives the 
kitchen and living room more 
intimacy (top).

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ate a textural tapestry that fits into the river-bluff 
environment. 

Inside, the house's main level is a study in 
comfort. While the pitched ceiling soars to 26 
feet, an open framework of reclaimed timbers at 
traditional ceiling height draws the space down 
to a more human scale and creates an intimate 
feeling for the seating area around the fireplace. 

Clad in the same limestone veneer used on 
the house's exterior, the fireplace is the type origi- 
nally designed in the 1700s by the American- 
born physicist and statesman Count Rumford 
(a.k.a., Benjamin Thompson). It features a tall 
shallow firebox and a streamlined flue that carries 
away smoke without carrying away heat. As a re- 
sult, the fireplace reflects more heat into the 
room, which, the architects say, ^makes it a real 


participant in the space." 


Sticking to their river-house theme, the archi- 
tects chose a mix of reclaimed hickory, chestnut, 


birch and maple boards—salvaged from old ware- 
houses and already imbued with a rich patina—for 
flooring. Paired with the reclaimed Douglas-fir tim- 
bers that make up the exposed interior structure of 
the house, the flooring sets the right aesthetic tone 
and provides a durable surface for muddy boots 
and lively dogs. 

Keen attention to detail is evident throughout 
the home, from the handpainted tiles on the 
kitchen backsplash, to the limestone wash on the 
walls, to the stairway's custom iron railing with its 
red-tinted lacquer finish. "The most important 
thing for me was the concept of having high quali- 
ty in a smaller space," Markquart says, "and the ar- 
chitects struck all the right notes." 

While the original guesthouse may have 
evolved into a primary residence, Markquart's 
long-range plan is still very much in place. Since 
his wife is interested in dressage, the next pro- 
ject will be a barn with an indoor riding arena 
and possibly a recreation room. Much further 
down the line, Markquart hopes to build a one- 
level home on the property in which he and his 
wife can retire. 

For now, however, he's content. “This house is 
so comfortable that when people come over, they 
never want to leave," he says. “They just sit down, 
put their feet up and we light a fire . . . it's perfect. 
And now, having lived on the property, we have 
an even better perspective on how the rest of the 
site should evolve. Taking the time—that's been 
the key to this whole project."

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A MINNEAPOLIS HOUSE DESIGNED TO SHOWCASE MINIMALIST ART 


IS A WORK OF ART IN ITSELF By Thomas Fisher, Assoc. AIA 


wo sculptures in the backyard of Ken- 

neth and Judy Dayton's house, which 

overlooks Lake of the Isles in Min- 
neapolis, capture the essence of the residence. 
One of the sculptures, a massive vertical plane 
of raw steel by New York artist Richard Serra, is 
all about walls: their surface and depth, the 
space they enclose and exclude. The other 
sculpture, by New York artist Ellsworth Kelly, 
consists of three standing aluminum forms— 
two rectangles and part of a circle—that express 
the nature of windows: how they abstract, 
frame and light the world. 


Like those two sculptures, the Dayton house, 
designed by Vincent James Associates, Inc., of 
Minneapolis, emphasizes both mass and light- 
ness as it uses walls and windows to envelop, 
circumscribe and reveal space. Winner of an 
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To resolve the issue of openness 
versus seclusion, the project team 
provided the house with layers of 
glass walls (top), birch plywood 
louvers (opposite top) and gauze 
drapes that allow the owners to 
adjust their level of privacy. 
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AIA Minnesota Honor Award in 1997, the Day- 
ton house received a 2002 AIA National Honor 
Award for what the jurors called its "complex 
spatial moves, a sophisticated use of materials 
and a lightness in its overall feel." 

Like Serra's sculpture, the house demon- 
strates different things walls can do. To the east 
and north, exterior stone walls, as mottled and 
textured as Serra's steel, buffer the house from 
the street and enclose a backyard sculpture 
court. In contrast, the house's smooth second- 
story Indiana-limestone walls appear paper thin 
in some places, as if descending weightlessly 
from the sky, and deeply incised in others, as if 
emerging from the earth. 

That idea continues on the house's interior. A 
kitchen and a single living/dining area, with a 
two-story-high ceiling, occupy the lower level; on 
the upper level, wrapped around the two-story 
open space, are bedrooms and an office. Many of 
the thick interior walls enclose structural piers, 
built-in storage cabinets and bookshelves. Yet the 
walls also appear weightless. Painted white, with- 


out trim, the vertical surfaces have precise corners 
and exposed edges that taper to a thin line, en- 
hancing the rooms' airy feel. 

The layers of light revealed in Kelly's sculpture 
recall other features of the house: full-height glass 
doors, which roll back to open the living/dining 
area to the yard and sculpture court, and an inner 
layer of rolling privacy screens—vertical alu- 
minum louvers veneered with birch plywood— 
that close to turn a window into a wall. 

A third layer of gauzy drapes offers a different 
level of privacy, while letting in daylight. The 
three styles of window-walls, explains Vincent 
James, AIA, principal, "resolve the conflict be- 
tween privacy and openness" that arises with a 
largely glass house on an urban site. 

"Looking through an aperture (a door or a 
window)," Kelly once wrote, "is a way that I have 
been able to isolate or fragment a single form." 
The windows of the Dayton house function in 
the same way as they frame horizontal swaths of 
grass and trees, or a slice of winter-blue sky. The 
house also includes an "optical device" as James

describes it, designed by New York glass artist 


James Carpenter. 

The need for daylight and privacy on the stairs 
leading to the second floor inspired Carpenter to 
design this “periscope” window. Constructed of 
80 optical cast-glass lenses and 14 angled mirrors, 


the window captures light from the narrow space 
between the house and an adjacent outside wall, Second-floor plan 
and projects multiple views of the sky and near- 
by trees back onto the translucent inner layer of 
the window. 

While the house was created as a showcase for 
the Daytons' art, they "didn't ask me to design 
the house for particular works of art," James says. 
Nonetheless, the scale and simplicity of the struc- 
ture beautifully complement the minimalist 
works the house showcases; in doing so, the 
house becomes a work of art in itself.

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The building's assets were bolstered by 
changes in local economic conditions. Ac- 
cording to David Miller, executive direc- 
tor, CREDI, long-term efforts to bring 
manufacturing to the area—most of it as- 
sociated with timber products and recre- 
ational equipment—have boosted general 
business activity. Because of the promo- 
tion efforts of CREDI and other organiza- 
tions, tourism has also emerged as an eco- 
nomic strength. 

The Cuyuna County State Recreation 
Area recently opened nearby and is con- 
nected to a local network of biking trails. 
The long-somnolent iron-ore pits, now 
filled with water, are small lakes that at- 
tract retirement housing and scuba divers. 

Laura Ukura-Leir, a former Ironton resi- 
dent now returning to build a lake home 
on one of the pit lakes, confirms that 
Ironton is experiencing more activity. 
Renovation of the Spina, she adds, ^would 
spur more downtown commercial devel- 
opment. Ironton has always been the 
night-life town more than Crosby, and 
bringing back the Spina's bar and restau- 
rant would make this town an exciting 
place again." 

In spite of improving economic condi- 
tions and favorable building-rehabilitation 
costs, the Spina is languishing for two rea- 
sons. First, a developer for the project has 
not stepped forward. Second, Carl Perpich 
has resisted all attempts to sell the build- 
ing outright. He has also refused to partici- 
pate in an equity arrangement proposed 
by CREDI, in which he could retain a 
share equal to the present undeveloped 
value of the building (with a development 
entity controlling an ownership equal to 
the increased after-rehab value) and an 
operational role in running the redevel- 
oped facility. 

In fact, a significant part of the study 
team's final report offers Perpich several 
options for continuing his residence at the 
Spina and sharing ownership of the im- 
proved building. According to local ob- 
servers, Perpich continues to live in the 
Spina as a tribute to his deceased wife.

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At this time, there is no active effort to 
negotiate an agreement with Perpich. Wa- 
ter seeping through a leaking roof contin- 
ues to degrade the building’s interior. 
Tom Zahn, principal investigator, Min- 
nesota Preservation Consulting Team, 
says he was amazed that the second-floor 
rooms—still with table settings, high- 
school memorabilia and the detritus of 
daily life from several decades ago— 
haven’t changed since Perpich and his 
son moved downstairs. 

The situation may seem indicative of a 
small town unable to convince one of its 
own to compromise for the sake of the 
community. But in urban southeast Min- 
neapolis, a similar situation has been oc- 
curring for a long time. 

A house designed by Frank Lloyd Wright 
has been vacant for several decades, deterio- 
rating further year after year because of a re- 
caltricant owner. In both cases, only time 
will tell if preservation-based development 
consortiums can convince such owners to 
accept a new caretaker who can restore 
their historic properties. AM

and solving complex problems that have 
many different dimensions. 


What role would you like to see architects 
play in solving the affordable-housing 
shortage? 
First, there’s advocacy. Many people go 
into architecture because they believe the 
world deserves a more beautiful, more pos- 
itive, more livable built environment, and 
they’re committed to participating in 
bringing that about. Many architects also 
have a social set of values around that be- 
lief: that good architecture should not be 
just for the rich. So architects who believe 
better design should benefit everybody in 
society have a moral obligation to champi- 
on that issue. 

At the same time, we need to change 
negative stereotypes about affordable hous-

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ing. We need to celebrate the wonderful

designs in our communities that incorpo- 
rate a range of affordable units, so we can 
demonstrate that affordable housing 
doesn’t need to look like the high-rise 
projects people have become afraid of.

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Now that the need for affordable housing 
is on the radar of politicians across the 
state and entering the public realm, what 
do you hope will happen in the next four 
years? 

First of all, I want to acknowledge that we 
have made enormous progress. Five years 
ago, when I began meeting with other ad- 
vocates and developers and trying to get 
the public sector to pay attention, there was 
not even agreement that affordable hous- 
ing was an issue. We would say to people, 
"We have an affordable-housing crisis," 
and they would say, "Really? Prove it." So 
we have made progress. 

Now we need a shift from awareness of 
the problem to consensus around some sen- 
sible strategies for dealing with it. Those

n a January day in 1999, more than 

300 students living in Neumaier 

Hall on the campus of Moorhead 
State University (now Minnesota State Uni- 
versity Moorhead) received some chilling 
news: They had to vacate the dormitory 
within three weeks. The 15-story residence 
hall, once the tallest building in Moorhead, 
was sinking. It was in danger of collapsing. 

With a modest allowance from the uni- 
versity to offset moving expenses, students 
scattered to other dorms and to off-campus 
housing. Neumaier Hall sat empty for six 
months before demolition experts imploded 
the 163-foot-high structure. All that re- 
mained was a 30-foot-high pile of rubble. 

What caused the premature death of this 
building, which cost $2.3 million to erect? 
The answer lies in the geologic strata of the 
Fargo-Moorhead area, where an ancient and 
massive lake bed produces challenges for ar- 
chitects and building engineers. 

Neumaier Hall opened in 1970, the work 
of Foss Engelstad and Foss (now Foss Asso- 
ciates Architecture and Interiors), a firm fa- 
miliar with the geologic peculiarities of the 
region. Much of the area sits atop the re- 
mains of Lake Agassiz, a huge body of water 
that once covered parts of North Dakota 
and Minnesota. — 

Though long gone, Lake Agassiz left be- 
hind 80-foot-thick deposits of clay sedi- 
ment that cannot support tall structures. 
For Neumaier Hall and many other build- 
ing projects around the region, Foss Engel- 
stad and Foss made use of deeply buried 
caissons, or stilts, to hold up the structure. 
The caissons passed through the old lake bed and were an- 
chored beneath in a more stable layer of drift made up of till 
and outwash deposited by the movement of glaciers. 

In the case of Neumaier Hall, however, something unex- 
pected happened. As early as 1976, the building began show- 
ing exterior cracks and other signs of uneven settling. Eventu- 
ally, as parts of the dormitory sank down five inches, win- 
dows and doors would not close and cracks widened. 

After ruling out several possible causes of the damage, in- 
cluding settlement of the glacial till, investigators blamed a 
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Neumaier Hall, Moorhead State University, 1970-1999 


combination of other factors for the building's gradual de- 
scent: pressures on Neumaier's 25 caissons as the local water 
table dropped and possible construction flaws that may have 
weakened the caissons. 

At 7:00 a.m., on August 8, 1999, with soda vendors and TV 
news reporters among the hundreds in attendance, Neumaier 
Hall, not yet 30 years old, came down in a series of detona- 
tions and a cloud of dust. The university's alumni association 
sold videos of the event, along with posters, T-shirts and left- 
over bricks.
